Seamus McConalogue, who previously 
ran Club M in the same building which he 
owns, has now applied for a licence to 
open a club on the first floor. 

The town also has the biggest night club 
in the region - De Niro’s - almost opposite

Mr McConalogue’s application is due to 
be considered by Forest Heath District 
Council’s licensing act sub-committee on 
Monday. 

He is applying for a drinks licence until 
3.30am every night, with music and 
dancing until 3am Thursdays to Sundays 
and 2am Mondays to Wednesdays. 

In addition he is asking for a late night 
refreshment licence - where food would 
be served - until 2am every night until 
Sunday nights when it would run until 
lam.

A NEW sports pavilion paid for by a 
company headed by the ruler of an Arab 
state has been officially opened. 

The £660,000 project is part of a 
scheme to bring cricket matches and 
other sports back to Newmarket’s 
Severals green. 

The cash was provided by Darley 
Stud Management, the horse breeding 
business headed by Sheikh Mohammed 
ruler of Dubai. 

Peter Amos, managing director of 
Darley, said the project showed the 
“love and affection” that the Sheikh 
feels for Newmarket where his 
Godolphin racing organisation is also 
based. 

“By any stretch of the imagination, if 
he was to have a second home it would 
be here in Newmarket,” said Mr Amos. 

He said the Sheikh had wanted to 
provide a facility for the town and the 
town council had suggested that a 
facility was needed to make more use of 
The Severals. 

As part of the scheme a new grass 
cricket wicket has been created and the 
first match is due to be played in early 
July.

Karly McGuire, a county council solicitor 
representing the police, has said that 
nearly half the crimes in Newmarket - 
more than 1,000 offences - were attrib¬ 
utable to the town’s “night time economy”. 

There were 49 offences of “serious 
violence” in the area of the High Street near 
the proposed bar in the year to the end of 
February and more than 200 crimes in total 
between 8pm and 3am. 

She said, in the letter to the council: “The 
constabulary considers that the granting of 
the application will add to the current and 
very recent problems associated with the 
saturation of pubs and nightclubs in such a 
small area.” 

But Mr McConalogue said he was willing 
to work with the police to reduce trouble 
and would be running the bar himself. 

“It’s not going to be a night club. It will be 
an American-style sports bar where we will 
have live music and food. You can’t get 
anything to eat in Newmarket late at 
night,” he said. He said the bar would have 
a capacity of around 150-200. 

Newmarket town councillors are supp¬ 
orting the police objection to the licence. 

Cllr Richard Fletcher, who chairs the 
town council’s development and planning 
committee, said: “We have decided to write 
to the district council - even though we are 
out of time because we were not informed 
of the application. We just want to show 
our support for the police objection.” 
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Crossing death 
was ‘accident’

A 93 -YEAR- OLD man was 
hit by a car while walking 
across a pedestrian crossing. 

Frederick Turrell, of Queensway, 
Soham, walked into the path of an 
oncoming vehicle in the town’s 
High Street, an inquest heard. 

Despite a flashing red light 
warning the pensioner to stop, he 
stepped off the pavement and 
collided with the car’s bonnet out¬ 
side the Co-op at around 9.45am 
on December 5 last year. 

Paramedics, who were collecting 
money in the town centre at the 
time, rushed to his aid. The air 
ambulance was also called to the 
scene. Mr Turrell, who was well- 
known by locals, died at Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital two weeks later. 

After hitting the car windscreen, 
the pensioner injured his head, 
chest and pelvis and also devel¬ 
oped pneumonia in hospital. 

An inquest into his death was 
held in Huntingdon on Friday.

Matthew Fisk, 21, from Soham, 
was driving “cautiously” along 
High Street when he accidentally 
drove into Mr Turrell, the inquest 
heard. 

In a statement, Mr Fisk said: “I 
was driving my father’s silver Ford 
Fiesta Zetec and was on my way to 
a job in Clay Street. 

“I was driving within the 30mph 
speed limit and saw the traffic 
lights clearly ahead of me. 

“The lights then changed green 
which is when I gradually moved 
forward, at around 15mph. The 
next thing I knew was something 
hit my windscreen and I hit my 
emergency brakes. 

“When I got outside the car I 


could see the pedestrian in front of 
the car.” 

A witness, Jeanette Fuller, said: 
“The pedestrian was facing the 
crossing and then just stepped out 
into the path of the silver car. 

“I couldn’t understand why or 
how he hadn’t seen the vehicle. 

“It was too late and he was 
thrown onto the bonnet.” 

She added: “I did not know the 
man but recognised him from 
around the town as I’d seen him at 
the bus stop and travelling around 
on his motorised scooter.” 

Chris Breeze, a specialist coll¬ 
isions investigator, confirmed Mr 
Fisk was not at fault. 

Mr Breeze said: “Mr Fisk was 
driving very cautiously and simply 
put his foot down as the traffic 
light turned green. 

“Unfortunately, Mr Turrell’s 
pedestrian light was red and for 
some reason he stepped out into 
the path of Mr Fisk’s vehicle.” 

Belinda Cheney, deputy coroner 
for South and West Cambridge¬ 
shire, recorded a verdict of death 
as a consequence of a road traffic 
accident. 
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Tributes to father of four 
killed in rush-hour crash 


HEARTFELT tributes 
have been paid to a dad- 
of-four killed in an hor¬ 
rific rush-hour smash on 
the A14. 

Simon Bendall, of Robins 
Close, Isleham, had worked for 
20 years at Cambridge Regional 
College, where staff described 
him as a “tremendous man and 
a highly valued colleague”. 

The 53-year-old grandfather, 
a study support tutor in the 
engineering and construction 
academies, is believed to have 
been on his way to work when 
his green Vatixhall Astra was in 
the crash, which involved two 
other cars and a lorry 

Witnesses said the Astra was 
severely damaged in the smash, 
on the westbound carriageway 
near Milton at 8.40am last 
Thursday. Two other people 
were injured. 

Rick Dearing, the college’s 
principal, said specialist 
counselling had been offered to 
students and staff. 

He said: “Simon was a 
tremendous man and a highly- 
valued colleague who worked 
in a variety of areas in the 
college over the last 20 years. 

“Very many students have 
been helped by his careful 
tutoring and immense support, 
and he will be greatly missed by 
all. 

“He was always cheerful, and 
thoroughly appreciated by his

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colleagues and students. Our 
thoughts and prayers are 
particularly with his family and 
very close colleagues.” 

Mick Jones, assistant head of 
the college’s construction 
academy, worked alongside Mr 
Bendall. 

Mr Jones said: “Simon was 
dedicated to the learners, 
inviting them in at lunchtime 
or when the term had finished 
to complete outstanding work. 
He was friendly and very 
approachable, willing to stop 
his work and listen. 

“His positivity shone through 
and encompassed all who 
worked around him or knew 
him.” 

Linda Rowley, a recently 
retired assistant principal of the 
college, worked with Mr 
Bendall over the past two 
decades. 

She said: “Simon could 
always be relied upon to go the 
extra mile - even a marathon - 
but never without doing things 
his way and maintaining his 
own high standards. 

“His warm-heartedness and 
genuine empathy with people 
made him stand out as the 
unique person he was.”

Crossing will rely on courtesy 
from drivers and pedestrians 


A NEW “courtesy” 
pedestrian crossing is due 
to be installed in 
Newmarket High Street 
next week. 

The crossing is being 
installed after the town 
council expressed concern 
about the safety of 
pedestrians near the 
Clocktower junction which 
was revamped last year. 

The crossing will have 
buff-coloured stripes and 
will not have traffic lights or 
Belisha beacons. 


It is one of a number of 
modifications being carried 
out to the area as a result 
of public consultation. Last 
month a traffic island in 
Fred Archer Way was 
extended to stop drivers 
from making an illegal right 
turn out of the Waitrose 
store car park. The new 
crossing relies on courtesy 
by drivers and pedestrians 
to work successfully. 

A Suffolk County Council 
spokeswoman said: 
“Pedestrians should wait 


for a suitable gap before 
trying to cross and not try 
to force vehicles to stop 
suddenly, while motorists 
need to watch for 
pedestrians waiting to 
cross and extend them the 
courtesy of stopping to 
allow time to cross. 

“The reduction of sharp 
stops keeps the traffic 
moving more smoothly and 
cuts down on congestion.” 

The work is due to be 
done on Tuesday - weather 
permitting.

In more recent years he had not ridden 
at the races but had been a valued work 
rider taking horses to exercise for trainer 
John Gosden. 


Mr Gosden said: “He was an 
exceptionally nice man with a great pair of 
hands and was a very happy and positive 
member of any team he was in. He was an 
extremely good-hearted person.” 

His death, at West Suffolk Hospital, Bury 
St Edmunds, on Monday, April 26, was in 
the same week that the funeral of former 
top jockey Greville Starkey was held. 

Mick Miller’s funeral will be held at the 
same church, St Mary’s, Newmarket, on 
Tuesday, May 11, at 1pm. Donations have

Fund and Racing Welfare. He is survived 
by his wife Janet and son Robert.

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Hearse given 
penalty ticket 


POLICE have been slam¬ 
med for stopping a hearse 
on its way to a funeral and 
issuing the driver with a £60 
penalty ticket. 

Traffic officers gave the driver of 
the car, which was carrying the 
coffin of a grandmother, the ticket 
for not wearing a seatbelt near 
Great Wilbraham. 

Mum-of-five Gail Hardy, from 
Newmarket, was shocked to 
witness the incident and believes 
constables should not have 
interrupted the sombre trip. She 
argues it would have been better 
to have noted down the vehicle’s 
details, so any offences could be 
dealt with later in the day. 

But the officer who issued the 
penalty defended his acting saying 
motorists in hearses were “just as 
likely to be involved in a collision 
as anyone else”. 

Mrs Hardy was on her way to 
Cambridge for a shopping trip 
with her husband and teenage son 
when she saw police stop the 
funeral directors - and was so 
angered she almost interrupted 
her trip to remonstrate with 
officers.

Mrs Hardy, of Wilfred Sherman 
Close, told the Weekly News : “That 
was somebody’s mother and 
grandmother - it’s disgusting. 

“It was on its way to a funeral so 
the family were probably waiting 
somewhere, I couldn’t believe it. 

“The police could have taken 
down the hearse’s number and 
dealt with it later in the day.” 

The hearse was stopped at 
around 3.25pm last Thursday on 
Mill Road, which leads from the 
A11 to Great Wilbraham, while a 
lot of traffic was being diverted 
from the A14 due to a fatal crash 
near Milton which killed 53-year- 
old Simon Bendall from Isleham. 

Mrs Hardy said the coffin was 
decorated with flowers spelling 
out the word “nan” and the Weekly 
News understands it was carrying 
the body of Jane Davis, formerly of 
Wilbraham, to her funeral at Holy 
Trinity Church in Bottisham. 

The hearse was from M J Silcox 
& Son Funeral Directors in Llanelli, 
South Wales, where Mrs Davis had 
died at the Prince Philip Hospital 


on April 18. 

Pc Steve Gedny defended his 
actions to the Weekly News. 

He said: “We noticed the driver 
and passenger of the hearse were 
not wearing seatbelts. 

“We drove past them in a 
marked police car and parked in 
the lay-by ahead, hoping they 
would realise and put their 
seatbelts on, but they didn’t. 

“After checking there were no 
family cars following the hearse, 
we pulled the driver over and 
found they had driven from 
South Wales. 

“We wouldn’t normally ignore 
road users not wearing seatbelts 
as we take road safety very 
seriously.” 

The passenger had put a 
seatbelt on by the time the hearse 
was pulled over, so was not given 
a ticket. 

Pc Gedny added: “Drivers and 
passengers of hearses are just as 
likely to be involved in a collision 
as anyone else. Not only is it 
illegal to not wear a seat belt, it is 
proved to reduce injuries in such 
an event.” 

No-one from the funeral direc¬ 
tors was available to comment.

Bid to cut 
legal spend 

THE amount of 
Cambridgeshire 
taxpayers’ money 
which is spent on 
lawyers is being 
slashed. 

Seven local authorities 
across the county have 
joined forces to share 
legal expertise and 
reduce reliance on 
private sector firms. 
Cambridge City Council 
and South 

Cambridgeshire District 
Council are among the 
founders of the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Legal 
Services Partnership. 
Fiona McMillan, the dis¬ 
trict council’s acting 
legal and democratic 
services manager, said: 
“Cambridgeshire local 
authorities are 
increasingly working 
more closely to make 
sure we share expertise 
and save money. 

“This new agreement 
will help make savings 
for council tax payers 
and improve the service 
we offer our 
communities.” 

Council legal teams pro¬ 
vide essential help on 
issues ranging from 
planning enforcement to 
rogue trader and food 
hygiene prosecutions, 
and also help to draw 
up contracts. 

The new group has 
already started work on 
establishing a panel of 
legal firms to be used 
by members at 
discounted rates. 

The other participating 
authorities are 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council, East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, Fenland District 
Council, Hunting¬ 
donshire District 
Council and Peter¬ 
borough City Council. 
The councils’ legal de¬ 
partments have a 
collective annual budget 
of around £6.5 million, 
with around £2.2 million 
being spent on external 
lawyers’ services in 
2009/10. 

Nurse backs 
zero limit 

A CAMBRIDGESHIRE 
nurse has echoed calls 
by Chief Constable Julie 
Spence to reduce the 
drink-drive limit to zero. 
Nurses at the Royal 
College of Nursing’s 
annual conference, in 
Bournemouth, insisted 
the drink-drive limit 
should be reduced to 
zero in a bid to save 
hundreds of lives. 

Carol Evans, a stroke 
outreach nurse based 
at Addenbrooke’s NHS 
Trust who is a Cam¬ 
bridgeshire delegate, 
said: “Drink-drive 
deaths account for one 
in six of all UK road 
deaths. 

“We believe the limit 
should be zero. 

“It would directly save 
lives.” 

Mrs Spence made a 
similar call earlier this 
year. 



Campaigning school wins top Ofsted marks 


A VILLAGE school at the centre of a national 
campaign to cut bureaucracy has been given 
top marks by inspectors. 

It is the third time in eight years that 
Fordham Church of England Primary School 
has been judged as outstanding - the top 
grade given by inspectors from Ofsted - the 
Office for Standards in Education. 

Kevin Bullock, the head teacher, acts as a 
consultant for other schools and is 


campaigning for a cut in the paperwork that 
heads have to complete. 

He said: “We truly believe that success 
doesn’t come by simply doing more, but by 
doing fewer things, fantastically. 

“It's about allowing teachers to do what 
they're great at - teaching - instead of making 
them a slave to tedious assessment systems. 

“Finally it's about relationships in the whole 
community being built on trust and Christian

A PARKINSON’S sufferer 
has told how a miracle 
operation has transformed 
his life - allowing him to 
ditch his wheelchair and 
become a healthy sports¬ 
man. 

Grandfather Barry Salter, 61, 
from Newmarket, was struck 
down with the neurological 
disorder Parkinson’s at the age of 
48 and could not wash, dress or 
feed himself. 

He was confined to a wheel¬ 
chair and had to down a cocktail 
of 20 different pills a day to 
combat crippling aches and pains 
and symptoms including 
hallucinations and anxiety 

But thanks to a revolutionary 
“brain pacemaker” fitted by 
surgeons in an eight-hour oper¬ 
ation, Barry’s life has been turned 
around. 

He now goes to the gym twice a 
week, practises martial arts, 
swims and plays table tennis 
regularly. 

Barry has even been able to 
make two trips across the globe to 
visit friends in Australia, whom he 
thought he would never see again. 

Delighted Barry compared 
himself to Star Trek creatures “the 
Borg” and said the Deep Brain 
Stimulator operation could 
transform the lives of thousands 
of fellow sufferers in the UK. 

The former health service 
manager said: “Parkinson’s is like 
an insidious disease, it creeps up 
on you and gets worse. 

“My movement deteriorated, I 
wasn’t sleeping, I was anxious, 
suffering aches and pains and 
hallucinations and had to give up 
work. 

“It had a devastating effect. It 
got so bad I had a wheelchair. I 
was only in my 50s.” 

But neurologist Dr Graham 
Lennox, of Newmarket Hospital, 
provided a lifeline by recom¬ 
mending the Deep Brain Stim¬ 
ulator (DBS) operation. 

During specialist surgery at the 
National Hospital for Neurology 
and Neurosurgery in London, four

electrodes, in the form of 5in-long 
titanium rods, were placed inside 
his brain. 

The brain pacemaker sends 
electrical impulses into the 
titanium electrodes and alleviates 
symptoms of Parkinson’s. 

Now Barry carries a remote 
control to regulate how much 
voltage the pacemaker ad¬ 
ministers to his brain. 

He said: “I feel like the Borg 
from Star Trek. Now I work out in 
the gym twice a week and do tai 
chi as well.” 

The rods and wires mean Barry 
cannot walk through airport 
security scanners and was once 
quizzed by staff at Next, in 
Cambridge, after setting off the 


door alarms. Barry said the 
operation in 2005 meant he could 
look forward to enjoying life again 
with his wife Sheila, 60. 

Dr Keiran Breen, director of 
research and development at 
Parkinson’s UK, said the operation 
was clearly a success and should 
be made available to more 
sufferers.

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Mel reclaimed her life after 
a 10-year battle with ME 



r- 10 look at Mel 

Abbott today, 
bursting with 
energy and living life 
to the full, it's hard to 
believe that just a 
few years ago she 
barely had the 
energy to get out of 
bed. 


Originally from 
Auckland, New Zealand, 
the 32-year-old developed 
ME after falling from her 
horse when she was 18. 


“For the first three 
months after the fall, I 
had no short-term 
memory,” explains Mel, 
who now lives in 
Hardwick. “After six 
months my head injury 
had cleared up and my 
memory came back, but 
the fatigue just got so 
much worse.” 


Diagnosed with ME, 
Mel’s life changed 
dramatically as the illness, 
which affects 250,000 
people in the UK (25,000 
of them children under 
16), took hold. 

Recognised as a 
neurological illness by the 
World Health 
Organisation, ME 
(Myalgic 

Encephalopathy) is also 
known as Chronic Fatigue 
Syndrome, and can affect 
people of all ages.

The symptoms vary 
from person to person 
and can be life-changing: 
debilitating fatigue, 
painful muscles and 
joints, reduced muscle 
tone, disordered sleep, 
gastric disturbances, poor 
memory and low 
concentration. In most 
cases the illness is linked 
to a viral infection such as 
glandular fever, but other 
factors such as an 
operation - or, as in Mel’s 
case, an accident - can 
trigger the illness. 

“I went from being the 
super-motivated young 
teen who did well in 
school, went to uni and 
had a great social life to 
lying on the sofa all day; I 
was completely cut off 
from life,” says Mel. 

In total, Mel suffered 
from the condition - 
which, at its worst, left her 
housebound - for a little 
over 10 years 

“There were patches, 
probably of about a four- 
year period, when I hardly 
did anything at all,” says 
Mel. “It was absolute hell; 
ME was like having jet lag, 
a hangover and flu all the 
time. I had horrendous 
pain in my body, it ached 
so much, and my limbs 
felt so heavy that even 


lifting a cup of tea was 
hard work. 

“To walk up the stairs I 
had to drag myself up by 
the hand-rail because my 
legs weren’t strong 
enough. When I wanted 
to sit down, I would start 
to lower myself down and 
then my muscles just 
couldn’t hold my weight 
and I’d flop down 
instantly.” 

When her ME was at its 
worst, a typical day for 
Mel would be to get up at 
9am, lie in bed for an 
hour or so, take a shower 
and have breakfast, which 
would take her to 1 lam. 
She would then lie on the 
couch and listen to a 
talking book - she didn’t 
even have the energy to 
read. 

Mel adds: “My mum 
gave me so much 
support. Sometimes she 
would drive me to the 
beach - it was only a five- 
minute walk but I couldn’t 
have imagined making 
that short journey. Then 
I’d go home, eat lunch 
and go back to bed until 
6pm. Then I would get up 
and have my dinner, 
watch TV and be back in 
bed by 9.30pm - that was 
my life. 

“I had afternoon sleeps 
every day from 3pm-6pm 
for 10 years; I just couldn’t 
make it through the day 
without one. I was 


sleeping for about nine 
hours at night so I was 
awake for 12 hours a day - 
when I say awake I wasn’t 
that awake, it was lying on 
the couch in a sort of 
twilight zone.” 

Forced to give up her 
degree in biology because 
of her ME, Mel, as the 
condition progressed, 
began to feel more and 
more isolated and turned 
to counselling to come to 
terms with the illness. 

“Although I had a 
fantastic support 
network, sometimes 
other people, with the 
best will in the world, 
would say: ‘Do you think 
that maybe if you just got 
out there, went back to 
uni, got a job, things 
might be all right?’ I used 
to absolutely bawl my 
eyes out because I was 
just so upset,” admits Mel. 

“The counselling really 
helped a lot. It helped me 
to learn to accept a little 
life of sitting on the beach 
and, in the later years of 
my illness, I wasn’t so 
angry and upset about it; I 
was much more 
accepting and didn’t think 
about it being my life 
sentence any more.” 

A bubbly, confident 
teenager before her ME, 
the illness, for which 
currently there is no 
“cure”, caused Mel to 
become withdrawn and 
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she was prescribed anti¬ 
depressants. “I only took 
them for a few months 
because I didn’t like the 
side effects, and ultimately 
I’ve never been a 
depressed person,” she 
says. “I’ve only ever been a 
happy person who 
became very unhappy 
because of circumstances. 
I was only sad because I 
couldn’t be out living life, 
it wasn’t because life 
sucked.” 

From time to time, Mel 
would try to see her old 
friends and put a brave 
face on her illness, but 
admits that it didn’t always 
help. “I would ask people 
what they have been up to 
and they would just say: 
‘Oh nothing much, just 
work’ and it would make 
me so angry that people 
had their health and they 
weren’t using it. I wanted 
to be doing everything: 
going on trips, going to 
parties, doing my part- 
time job and the degree 
that I had loved, but I 
couldn’t and it felt really 
unfair.” 

Having spent more than 
a decade trying various 
conventional treatments, 
including numerous 
painkillers as well as 
alternative therapies, Mel 
had begun to accept she 
might never get better. 

“Everybody that I met 
seemed to know someone 
that had ME, it’s 
remarkably common,” 
says Mel. “I’d always ask: 
‘Did they get well?’ and the 
answer was always no.” 

But two years ago Mel 
was introduced to a 
training programme 
called the Lightning 
Process, which has 
completely transformed 
her life. 

Created by Phil Parker, a 
therapist in personal 
development, the three- 
day programme is 
designed to ease chronic 
health issues, such as ME, 
by retraining the brain to 
change negative thought 
and behaviour patterns. 
An holistic programme, it 


aims to show people the 
power of the interaction 
between mind and body 
and how unconscious 
thought and behaviour 
patterns can be altered 
and changed to create 
very different outcomes. 

“I had a friend in New 
Zealand who had ME at 
the same time as me,” 
explains Mel. “A friend of 
hers had read an article 
about the Lightning 
Process and told her about 
it and my friend came all 
the way over to England 
for one week to do the 
course. 

“When she got home 
she called me up and told 
me she had all her health 
back and felt completely 
better. I got straight on the 
internet, read all about it, 
found a practitioner and I 
was over here in a month.” 

Mel’s family, who are 
originally from England, 
were coming over to 
attend her cousin’s 
wedding so were able to 
include the programme in 
the trip. She completed 
the programme in 
London, which at the time 
was only available in the 
UK and a couple of other 
countries, in June 2008. 
The process is now 
practised in 13 countries. 

“Day one of the course 
was a six-hour day and at 
the end of the day I went 
back to where we were 
staying in London and 
instead of having my usual 
afternoon sleep, I went out 
to dinner with my family 
and then to see Phantom 
of the Opera,” remembers 
Mel. 

“I could never have 
imagined being able to do 
all that, so even after day 
one I was starting to 
improve. 

“The week after the 
course finished was the 
best week of my life. I felt 
so good, I think when 
you’re sick for so long you 
forget what it’s like to be 
healthy.” 

Desperate to make up 
for lost time, and with her 
health fully restored, Mel 


decided to remain based 
in the UK and just a week 
after completing the 
course began a trip 
travelling across Europe. 

“I went to 13 countries, 
all the way from Albania to 
Morocco,” beams Mel. “I 
went camel trekking, 
hiking; I slept under the 
stars and went sailing 
around the Greek Islands. 

I couldn’t believe how well 
I felt, my friends and 
family were delighted.” 

So, inspired by her 
experience, Mel decided 
to train to become a 
Lightning Process 
practitioner herself, and 
now teaches the course 
part time, as well as 
having a full-time job. 

“The whole time I was ill I 
always said that whatever 
got me better I would 
become involved in,” she 
says. 

The Lightning Process is 
not without its critics. 
Some experts have stated 
that, by focusing on 
behavioural therapy, it 
effectively treats ME as a 
psychological, rather than 
a physical illness. Others 
have questioned the cost 
of the course, while both 
ME Research UK and the 
UK Association of Young 
People with ME have 
cautioned against 
“unproven” treatments 
where there is no clinical 
or research data available. 

“The process may not 
work for everyone,” 
admits Mel. “You have to 
use the process - you don’t 
get well just by turning up 
to the course. But it’s not 
hard to use and you don’t 
have to use it for the rest of 
your life. 

“If I hadn’t tried the 
process I would probably 
still be lying on the couch. 
I’m so grateful to my 
friend for telling me about 
the programme. I spent 10 
years worrying about how 
I was ever going to get my 
life back, and now I have 
it.”

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Diversity in jobs may help 
racing workers, says charity 


As several hundred friends and former colleagues of veteran 
horseracing worker Philip Rutherford said their farewells at his 
funeral last Thursday, JOHN GOODE looks at why so many people 
employed in racing suffer with drink and drug problems 


THE death of Philip Rutherford, 
alone in his flat, after a lifetime of 
abusing drink - and more latterly 
drugs - was sadly not the first 
involving one of racing’s stalwart 
workers. 

Racing’s leaders say that deaths due to 
drink and drugs occur in all walks of life 
and are only to be expected in an 
industry that employs around 25 per cent 
of Newmarket’s workforce. 

But there is no denying that in recent 
years there have been a number of deaths 
associated with drink and drug problems 
- prompting Racing Welfare, the 
industry’s own charity, to take on more 
welfare staff and an addiction counsellor. 

It also set up a 24-hour phone line for 
anyone seeking help about any kind of 
problem, including debts as well as drug 
and drink issues. 

The industry places particular 
demands on its workers who only rarely 
get to share the glory of a major big race 
win. 

But the reasons for the problems - and 


the deaths - are more complex and vary 
in each case. 

Terri Griffiths, head of welfare at 
Racing Welfare, said: “It’s something that 
needs a degree of research.” 

Some people in the 45-60 age group - 
Mr Rutherford, known as Smokey, was 53 

- may not have had the best start in life 
coming from poorer parts of the country. 

Quite often workers have traditionally 
come from the north of England - Mr 
Rutherford was originally from Newcastle 

- and travel to Newmarket in the hope of 
making a name for themselves in racing. 

But only a small minority go on to 
become top jockeys or trainers. 

“It seems to be an inverted pyramid,” 
said Ms Griffiths. “This is one of the few 
industries where there’s a positive decline 
in status. 

“When people arrive they have 
aspirations to be a jockey. But if that 
doesn’t work out they become a work 
rider. If they get injured and can’t ride 
they might end up mucking out stables. 

“I would like to see the industry 
offering more diversity in jobs.”

She stressed that the help available 
from Racing Welfare, which has its offices 
in Park Lane, Newmarket, depended on 
workers asking for it and then 
committing themselves to a programme 
to tackle their problems. 

“We take everybody as a unique 
individual and make a plan according to 
their individual needs,” said Ms Griffiths, 
who was made an MBE for her previous 
welfare work with Army families. 

“We will work with them and help 
build their confidence. We will walk the 
walk with them and keep in touch.” 


inset, Philip Rutherford, who died aged 53. 

Mr Rutherford had accepted some help 
from Racing Welfare, which ensured he 
had somewhere to live, but he had 
struggled with the commitment to deal 
with his problems. But a welfare worker 
from the charity found his body in his flat 
in the town earlier this month. 

In the end it was Racing Welfare that 
paid for his funeral, at St Mary’s Church, 
Newmarket, and arranged for his ashes to 
be scattered on the heath where he used 
to ride horses at exercise.

■ MORE than 2,000 
people are employed in 
Newmarket’s racing 
industry which includes 
70 stables and numerous 
horse-breeding stud 
farms. 

The industry has grown 
up since King Charles II 
established the town’s 
reputation as a horse 
racing centre. 

Although there have been 
changes in technology 
and safety, the work 
remains largely 
unchanged with early 
morning starts and “split 
shifts” which see stable 
workers returning to 
racing yards for “evening 
stables”. 

Pay remains low while 
responsibilities are high - 
particularly when it 
comes to taking care of 
racehorses which could 
be worth more than £1 m.

Among the more recent

A CARER accused of helping 
to steal hundreds of 
thousands of pounds from a 
widow pocketed “petty cash” 
for herself, a court heard. 

Cambridge Crown Court heard 
that on three days, Zandra Mackay, 
62, withdrew a total of £1,800 from 
dementia sufferer Catherine Devas’ 
bank account - and half of the 
money was unaccounted for. 

Mackay, of Wilkin Walk, 
Cottenham, is one of five people, 
including two from Lidgate, alleged 
to have emptied the pensioner’s 
savings account before she died in 
2006, aged 83. 

Mackay is also accused of 
attempting to cheat her out of 
£250,000 by selling her home to 
Marcus Mackay, Mackay’s son, for 
just £100,000. 

The court heard that “time 
sheets” outlining Mackay’s hours 
working for Mrs Devas had been 
shredded when they were found in 
the widow’s flat. 

Mackay said: “I left them there, I 
didn’t do anything.” She also 
insisted Mrs Devas was able to 
keep track of the time sheets. 

Mackay was given the debit card 
to withdraw cash by Deborah 
Atkinson, another carer at Mrs 
Devas’s home in Beaufort Place, 
Cambridge. 

She said: “I was told there was 
always meant to be at least £200 in 
the petty cash tin for Mrs Devas so I 


used the card to get shopping and 
to keep the petty cash tin topped 
up. 

“After every transaction, I kept 
receipts and Mrs Devas signed 
them. I only ever used the card to 
withdraw cash for things like 
shopping and never used it for my 
own purposes.” 

During the hearing last week, 
Zandra Mackay described how she 
received £20,000 “as a gift”. 

She told the jury that two 
cheques she received in March 
2006 for £10,000 each were for 
medical costs after she requested 
time off for treatment. 

Mackay said: “I told her in 
lanuary 2006 I might have to have 
time off for ‘women’s problems’. 
She asked me: ‘Why don’t you go 
private?’, and said the money was a 
gift.” 

Mackay claimed that payment 
for the treatment was handled by 
her son Marcus, and it was agreed 
with Atkinson, that any remaining 
money could be spent on a new 
kitchen and bathroom, which 
never materialised. 

Atkinson, 48, and her mother 
Beryl Benbow, 79, both of The 
Street, Lidgate, and Sharron 
Mackay, 41, of Hightown, 
Hampshire, also deny defrauding 
Mrs Devas. 

The case continues.

Plaque marks spot of Saxon church 


THE site of a former church has been 
marked with a special plaque.

The site of St Andrew’s later 
became a girl’s school and is now 
the By Jove! Tearooms where the 
plaque has been fixed to the garden 
wall. 

Stone from the old church was 


used in other buildings around the 
village and to make up roads. 

Canon Stephen Earl, Burwell’s 
vicar, unveiled the plaque. 

The series of plaques are a joint 
project by the village history society 
and the parish council. 

The latest plaque was unveiled on 
Sunday, April 25. The next one is due 
to be installed in September. 


Building site death 
mystery is solved 


A POST mortem exam¬ 
ination has revealed the 
death of a man on a build¬ 
ing site was due to “natural 
causes”. 

Police officers were called to the 
site, at Fir Tree Court, off College 
Heath Road, Mildenhall, on Wed¬ 
nesday last week by paramedics. 

The man, believed to be in his 
60s, had been discovered in a state 
of collapse inside a partially-built 
house just before 7am. 

He was later declared dead.

His body remained at the scene 
for most of the day while forensic 
experts carried out checks. 

The site was cordoned off for the 
day 

A Suffolk police spokeswoman 
said scenes of crime officers had 
carried out an examination of the 
site. 

An initial report suggested that 
he may have been assaulted, but 
police said they could not 


comment on the circumstances 
surrounding the death. 

Police were originally treating 
the death as “unexplained”, but a 
post mortem examination later 
concluded the man had died of 
“natural causes”. 

He was thought to have died 
from a cardiac arrest. 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“Following the results of the post 
mortem the death is no longer 
being treated as unexplained.” 

An inquest will be held at a later 
date.

X Factor to the West End - Little 
Voice Vickers is living the dream 


“AH, I’M just addicted to 
touring,” enthuses Diana 
Vickers, in her broad 
Lancashire accent. 

“I’m so excited. Literally, the tour 
and stuff is the best thing for me. 

When I think about it I get butterflies,” 
she says huskily, bubbling with such 
excitement, it’s addictive. “When I’ve 
got my band behind me and I’m 
singing all my own songs, and the live 
audience is really up for it, I get such 
an adrenaline rush, I just love it!” 

Diana hits the road on her latest tour 
this month and she’ll be playing The 
Junction in Cambridge on Monday. 
While she’s never visited the city, she’s 
still full of youthful exuberance at the 
prospect of seeing a new place. 

“I’m really looking forward to it 
because a lot of my friends go to 
university in Cambridge, so it will be 
really good to see. I’ve heard good 
things,” she beams. 

The candyfloss blonde with the 
spine-tingling voice, captured the 
imagination of the country with her 
bare-foot performances and distinct 
Dido-esque vocals on 2008’s X Factor. 

But if the past year and a half is 
anything to go by, her doubters should 
be silenced. After coming fourth on 
the reality TV show, (behind Alexandra 
Burke, JLS and Eoghan Quigg, who 
famously blubbed when Diana was 
voted off), she has been signed to 
record label RCA, become the toast of

Little Voice and has recorded a corker 
of a debut album, collaborating with 
the likes of Cathy Dennis, Nerina Pallot 
and girl-of-the-moment Ellie Goulding. 

“It all seems to have happened so 
fast I can’t believe it sometimes,” she 
beams. “I definitely feel it was a 
blessing for me that I didn’t win X 
Factor because time is what I needed. 

If I had won I wouldn’t have had the 
freedom and the creativity I’ve had to 
write my album, and I wouldn’t have 
been able to do Little Voice.” 

Diana’s debut album, Songs From 
The Tainted Cherry Tree, was released 
on Monday, and she’s a brittle mixture 
of excitement and nerves about its 
release. 

“I’ve got faith in my album so I hope 
it’ll do well. I’ve put so much hard 
work into it and really tried my best, 
and as my momma says the best is all 
you can do,” she adds. 

The album has been some time in 
the making, and Diana has been 
afforded much freedom to write her 
own lyrics, (even playing her trumpet 
on one track My Hip) plus work with a 
succession of top-flight collaborators. 

It’s not all cutesy balladeering either, 
with plenty of megawatt pop action, 
anthemic tracks and a touch of 
delicate folk whimsy. 

“I’ve had fun working with all the 


different producers and my sound has 
ended up being a mixture of 80s 
electro poppy synthy base. The stuff 
with Ellie Goulding has been quite up 
tempo, then Nerina Pallot was quite 
ballady and Light Speed Champion 
was quite folky, it’s definitely eclectic.” 

Growing up, 18-year-old Diana was 
painfully shy but would put little shows 
on for her mum. And one day, a 
particularly fearsome teacher singled a 
red-faced Diana out and made her sing 
in front of her peers. 

“I was only 10 years old when this 
really quite scary teacher made me 
stand up in front of everyone, and I 
thought I was going to get told off. She 
just shouted ‘Diana Vickers, sing!’ and 
I sung, quaking in my boots. From 
then on I was the one doing the solos 
in choir,” she says. 

As she got older Diana became 
increasingly passionate about singing, 
but wasn’t sure how to fulfil her 
dream. 

“I loved school but I didn’t want to 
be doing all the exams. I began to feel 
a bit lost and I was always in the 
career advisors room, saying ‘I want to 
be a singer, but I don’t know how to 
get there’. Then one day my mate 
dragged me to the X Factor auditions 
in Manchester. I stood for 10 hours in 
the pouring rain and the next thing I 


knew I was singing in front of millions 
of people,” she says, almost still in 
disbelief. “I am definitely thankful to 
that friend. I should probably give them 
a chunk of my income!” she chuckles. 

Though she didn’t win, X Factor 
proved to be the platform Diana 
needed and within a month of finishing 
the show, she was signed up by RCA 
Records, and began working on her 
first album. Just as Diana was ready to 
launch her career as a solo pop star, 
she got a phone call from one of the 
West End’s most noted producers, 
asking if she would try out for lead in 
the revival of Little Voice. Diana admits 
she was dumb-founded by the offer to 
become a leading lady. 

“At first I was a bit taken aback, but 
then I read the script, met the 
producers and the author Jim 
Cartwright and found out who was 
going to be in it, and I just got more 
and more involved,” she enthuses. “By 
the end of it, I just couldn’t say no. It 
was a once in a lifetime opportunity 
and the perfect role for me.” 

Playing the role of LV, the shy young 
girl who sings like a dream, Diana 
received rave reviews, impressing 
even the harshest of critics.

IRON MAN2(12A, 124 mins)

DIRECTOR Jon Favreau’s first 
encounter with the Marvel Comics 
superhero was one of the most 
exhilarating diversions of the 2008 
summer blockbuster season. 

The film’s dazzling special effects, 
playful performances and sizzling 
screen chemistry between Robert 
Downey Jr and Gwyneth Paltrow 
jet-propelled the film to gargantuan 
box office takings in excess of half 
a billion dollars. 

Money talks loudly in Hollywood 
and so inevitably, Favreau and most 
of his cast return for the sequel. 

The weight of expectation on Iron 
Man 2 would even test the strength 
of the eponymous hero’s red and 
gold armour and regrettably, the 
turbo-charged sequel misfires. 
Screenwriter Justin Theroux 
struggles to integrate the new 
characters and to strike the same 
rumbustious tone as the first film. 
However, he does incorporate 
several scenes of Nick Fury 
(Jackson) which lay the 
groundwork for the forthcoming 


film of The Avengers featuring Iron 
Man, Captain America and The 
Incredible Hulk. 

Billionaire industrialist Tony Stark 
(Downey Jr) announces to the 
world that he is Iron Man and 
buoys his over-inflated ego with 
the adulation of the masses. 

He single-handedly maintains 
world peace to the chagrin of the 
US government and private 
investors, who are keen to acquire 
his technology for their own 
needs. 

Stark refuses to share his 
invention, causing a furore at a 
Senate Armed Services Committee 
run by Senator Stern (Shandling). 
Soon after, Russian physicist Ivan 
Vanko (Rourke), whose father 


helped to pioneer the Iron Man 
technology, creates a crude replica 
of the electromagnetic device in 
the industrialist’s chest and 
transforms himself into the 
villainous Whiplash. 

His attack on Stark during a grand 
prix compels the military to take 
action, seizing one of the suits. 
Stark races to avert disaster aided 
by good friend ’Rhodey’ (Cheadle), 
new secretary Natalie Rushman 
(Johansson) and chauffeur Happy 
Hogan (Favreau). 

Meanwhile, rival arms industrialist 
Justin Hammer (Rockwell) 
concocts a plan to destroy Stark 
Industries, which is now under the 
control of new ceo, Virginia

Wildflowers: it’s the buzz 
word to protect our bees 


A t last the sunshine is 
bringing everything 
on - climbers need 
tying in, shrubs are 
sprouting new growth and 
seedlings are appearing. 

But one of the most heartening 
aspects of spring is to hear the 
welcoming sound of bees doing 
their important work in the 
garden. 

Perhaps we should all take a 
leaf out of Sarah Brown’s book. 
Gordon Brown’s wife has 
installed two bamboo bee boxes 
and a bumble bee house in the 
Downing Street garden to give 
these beneficial insects 
somewhere safe to hibernate, 
while the gardeners at Number 
10 have planted bee-friendly 
borders. 

Bee populations in the UK are 
declining, largely due to the loss 
of wildflower habitats in which 
they thrive. Many argue that the 
extensive use of pesticides on 
farmland, which kills off the 
wildflowers, is a big contributor. 

Bumblebees are major 
pollinators of most of our 
wildflowers and crops. If they 
continue to disappear the plants 
will set less seed, resulting in 
sweeping changes to the

countryside, according to the 
Bumblebee Conservation Trust. 

So we need to do our bit in our 
own gardens and it is relatively 
easy to create a bee-friendly 
border. Bees need flowers from 
spring to autumn, but they have 
to be the right types of flowers. 

Exotic, highly cultivated hybrid 
varieties are often lacking in 
pollen, while many popular 
summer bedding choices, 
including pelargoniums, busy 
lizzies and begonias, are also of 
little benefit to the bumblebee. 

Try growing cottage garden 
plants or wildflowers rich in 
nectar, such as foxgloves, 
hollyhocks, lupins, lavender and 
catmint, verbascum, snapdragon 
and sedum, to attract these 
creatures. 

Other great magnets for bees 
include thyme, heather, purple 


sage, sunflowers, honeysuckle, 
Verbena bonariensis, cranesbill 
geraniums and borage. Daisy¬ 
like blooms with big open 
flowers are often rich in nectar, 
so you can’t go wrong with 
michaelmas daisies, rudbeckias 
and asters. 

Wildflower choices might 
include poppies, mallow, 
ranunculus ficaria, salvia 
pratensis, knautia arvensis and 
Lamium purpureum, while bulbs 
such as alliums, crocus, 
snowdrop, grape hyacinth and 
Chionodoxa luciliae will all 
attract bees. 

Plant sweetpeas alongside 
climbing beans to encourage a 
better crop. The bees will be 
attracted to the sweetpea flowers 
and are then more likely to 
pollinate the beans as well. 

Bumblebee species differ in 
the length of their tongues, and 
as a result prefer different 
flowers, so it’s important to grow 
a range of different things. 

Avoid elaborate double 
flowered varieties as some are 
bred without male and female 
parts, while others have so many 
petals bees can’t reach the nectar 
and pollen to collect it. This is 
the main reason why single 
dahlias are popular with many 
bees, while doubles are 


frequently ignored. 

Plants growing in sunny, 
sheltered spots are more likely to 
be visited by bees than those 
growing in shaded or windswept 
places. Low-growing plants such 
as herbaceous perennials are 
more attractive to bees if grown 
in large patches, rather than 
being scattered among other 
plants. 

Design your garden so it offers 
a continuous succession of 
flowers providing nectar and 
pollen throughout the year, 
including some nectar-rich 
plants which flower early or late, 
such as winter aconites, which 
are a vital early source of nectar 
for bees emerging from 
hibernation. 

If you want a change from a 
high-maintenance lawn, turn a 
section of it into a wildflower 
meadow, planting spring¬ 
flowering bulbs such as the 
snake’s head fritillary and 
wildflowers such as the cowslip, 
ragged robin and wood 
anemone. 

You can still create an informal 
path through the area with your 
mower. 

If you grow the right plants, 
even in the smallest space, your 
garden should soon be buzzing 
with activity.

Agony for Cecil 


HENRY Cecil was stripped of his 25th Classic 
amid heart-breaking scenes at Newmarket as 
Jacqueline Quest, owned by quadriplegic Noel 
Martin, was demoted to second behind French 
raider Special Duty in the Stanjames.com J000 
Guineas on Sunday. 

The pair flashed past the post together and 
were separated by just a nose, but with Tom 
Queally’s mount edging right and causing 
interference to 9-2 favourite Special Duty, the 
stewards intervened and switched the placings. 

Ten-times champion trainer Cecil had received 
a warm welcome as his unconsidered 66-1 
chance was led back, but the tension mounted as 
officials studied the interference. 

Martin, who lost the use of his limbs after a 
neo-Nazi attack in Germany in 1996, had spoken 
in heart-warming terms of how the filly is named 
after his late wife before the klaxon sounded and 
the amended finishing order was announced. 

He said: “They took the race away from me, but 
she was still first past the post.” 

Cecil had not saddled a runner in the 1000 
Guineas since 2000, having amassed six previous 
wins in the fillies’ Classic. 

He said: “We will try and gain revenge at Ascot 
as she will be a lovely filly for the Coronation.” 

Special Duty became the first horse to be 
awarded a Classic in the stewards’ room on 
raceday since Nureyev was disqualified for 
interference in the 2000 Guineas in 1980. The

race was given to Jeremy Tree’s Known Fact. 
Criquette Head-Maarek’s daughter of Hennessy 
completed a clean sweep of the Guineas 
following Makfi’s win 24 hours earlier and she 
emulated fellow French filly Natagora by 
completing the Cheveley Park-1000 Guineas 
double. 

The Chantilly trainer said: “I thought there had 
been interference, but I didn’t realise there was as 
much until I saw the replay. But it it is hard for a 
trainer to lose the race like that, so I’m sorry for 
Henry.” 

■ The previous day the much-vaunted St 
Nicholas Abbey could finish only sixth as Makfi 
on Saturday became the first French-trained 
winner of the 2000 Guineasfor 15 years. 

A brilliant display in last year’s Racing Post 
Trophy meant the former was being billed as the 
heir to the throne vacated by last season’s wonder 
horse Sea The Stars and he was sent off the even- 
money favourite for the season’s first Classic. 

But having raced on the heels of the leaders, he 
could not pick up when it mattered and the Mikel 
Delzangles-trained winner, ridden by Christophe 
Lemaire, sprung a 33-1 surprise by keeping his 
unbeaten record intact.

Huff on the 
move after 
surviving a 
bad spin 

ROB Huff moved up to third in the 
World Touring Car Championship 
drivers’ standings after claiming 
another podium place on the 
streets of Marrakech. 

After qualifying second behind the 
SEAT of defending champion 
Gabriele Tarquini, the Red 
Lodge-based Chevrolet driver 
overcame a dramatic incident 
midway through Sunday’s first 
race to maintain his position. 

Huff was sent into a massive slide 
after a challenge by rookie driver 
Fredy Barth during the early stages 
of the race, but somehow managed 
to keep control of the Cruze and 
hold on to second spot. 

Tiago Monteiro got past Barth in 
the aftermath of the incident and 
pressured Huff for the remainder 
of the race, forcing the Cambridge 
driver on to the defensive. 

Tarquini pulled away in front 
before the action was brought to 
an early end after Andrei Romanov 
crashed his BMW, resulting in the 
safety car being deployed until the 
chequered flag. 

Huff took second place, adding a 
valuable 18 points to the 28 he 
accumulated with second and 
fifth-place finishes in the 
championship’s opening weekend 
in Brazil. 

Team-mates Yvan Muller and Alain 
Menu were sixth and ninth 
respectively. 

Huff said: “I had a good start and 
was holding on to Tarquini then I 
got a tap from Fredy (Barth) which 
put me sideways. 

“I am not really sure how I 
managed to hold it without hitting 
the wall but Tiago (Monteiro) was 
also helpful to allow me space to 
sort myself out and continue. 

“I had to defend quite strongly in 
some places towards the end but 
then the safety car came out.” 

But in the second race 30-year-old 
Huff’s luck ran out. He spun into a 
wall before reaching the first 
chicane while jostling for position. 
Andy Priaulx, of BMW, won the 
race with Muller second and 
championship leader 
Tarquini sixth. 

Huff now has 46 points, behind 
Tarquini 70 and Muller 63. 
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
